2 NW, reigne loꝛde, with the aſſent of the lozdes ſpitituall 
d Tempozall, and the Commons in this pzeſent 
ve 15 Parlament aſſembled,# by aucthozitie of theſame, 
that alwell the Statute made in the. xxij. pete of the 
late kyng of famous memozie, kyng Henty AE alſo the ſtatute, 
Ai. made 
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made in the thitd. and fourth pere ol the reigne ok the kynges mateſtte 
that now is concernyng beggers, vagaboundes, and idle perſons, and 
euery atticle,clauſc, bʒaunche, ſentence, and other thinges conteined in

— DOꝛaſmuche as at all tymes men be not ſo mindfull 

to laude and pꝛaiſe God, ſo redy to reſozt and heare 
Gods holy wozde, and to come to the holy commuz 
mon, and other laudable rites whiche ate to be ob⸗ 
ſerued in euery chzilten congtegacion as their boũ⸗ 
den dutie doth require: Therekoze to call men to res 

| [membzaunce of their dutie, and to helpe their infir⸗ 
— KL mitie.it hath been wholſomely pꝛouided, that there 
Gould be ſome certetn tymes and dates appoyncted, wherin the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians (ould ceaſe fron all other kynd of labouts, and ſhould applie 
themſelues only, and wholy, vnto the afozeſated holy wozkes,p2oper- 
ly petteinyng vnto true religion. That is,to heate, to learne, and to te⸗ 
membze almtghtie Goddes greate benekites his manifold mercies, his 
ineſtimable gracious goodnes, ſo plenteouſly powred vpõ al his ctea⸗ 
tures, and that of his infinite, and vnſpeakeable goodnes, without a⸗ 
ny mannes delerte. And in remembzaunce hereof, to rendze vnto hym 
moſte high and hartie thankes, with pzaters and ſupplicacions, foʒ the 
xeliet᷑ ot all our dately neceſſities . And becauſe theſe be the chief and
